, but other naval “conver- 
sations” have taken place in the 
past. and their result has not 
been all that could be wished. 
It must not be forgotten that in 
years past when certain politic. 
ians appeared to be in danger of 
ignoring the fact that naval 
supremacy was a vital thiig for 
the British Empire the N: 
League agitated a policy which, 
carried to a largely successful 
conclusion; ensured that suprem- 
acy, and to-day we owe a debt 
of gratitude for such achieve- 
ments. If to-day no such efforts 
have to be put forward, there is 
nevertheless a «reat deal for the 
League to do, and very much for 
its local branch. At present 
the particular activities of the 
latter are in looking to the wel- 
fare of Jack ashore, and remem- 
bering that it is the man behind 
the gun who ultimately counts. 
This is a contribution to “naval 
affairs,” as one writer puts it, 
not to be passed over. A 
splendid club has been establish- 
ed here for the men, and in a 
letter to the local branch of the 
League from a representative 
body of those serving in FLALS. 
Carlisle, the following telling 
sentence occurs:—“Nowhere else 
has the Navy so real a club, not 
even at Portsmouth, and’ the 
U.S.C. in London could ‘learn a 
Jot from the UJ.C. in Shanghai. 
‘A very encouraging note for the 
local “members of the League.

One great thing about the 
Navy League is that it is pro- 
bably the one organization in 
jexistence which has succeeded 
in presenting to the man-in-the- 
street an intelligible view of 
technical aspects of naval 
affairs, while furthermore it has 
given to the officers and men of 
‘the Navy a mass of information 
concerning rival navies which 
red tape withheld from them. 
Of course active naval officers 
fare not allowed to write in the 
League's publications but those 
on the retired list have made 
jextremely valuable contributions, 
both on the general and techni- 
cal side, and it is stated that Ad- 
miral Sir Percy Scott, to whom 
the British Navy owes its pre- 
eminence in gunnery, availed 
himself of its existence to insist 
‘on the acceptance of his views 
by a set of the most conserv- 
ative naval authorities possible. 
To-day Great Britain reveres the 
memory of Sir Percy Scott 
for his work, but at the same 
time there should be coupled 
with this a tribute to the activi- 
ties of the League which assist- 
‘ed_in its acceptance. So well- 
informed has been the League 
that where its views have been 
ignored there has been danger, 
if not worse. Prior to the war 
the German Government sent the 
Scharnhorst, with more power- 
ful guns than any British man- 
of-war, to the China Station, 
and the League made urgent 
presentations to the Admiralty 
on the comparative weakness of 
the British force here. These 
were ignored, and when war 
broke out there was the disaster 
of Coronel followed by the neces- 
sity of sending Admiral Sturdee 
with a squadron of some of the 
finest ships (outside the capital 
class) to meet Count von Spee's 
cruisers, War is always an un 
certainty, but had more attent 
been paid to the League's opi 
ions, which are never those of 
amateurs but always of men 
with a large experience of 
naval tacties and strategy, 
these early setbacks might pos 
sibly have been prevented, 





























While we have pointed out 
that for the time being at any 
rate certain of the critically 
constructive work of the League 
may not have the vital import 
ance of pre-war days, it is 
sufficiently interesting to men- 
tion that not a few of the resid- 
entx of China would a few 
months ago have been only too 
glad to have received that kind 
of support to their view. Nel- 
son always complained that the 
Government kept him short of 
frigates, and Admiral Jellicoe 
invariably wanted mor 
which occupy to-day ii 
warfare the same posi 
Nelson's frigates. People 
China were found to endorse 
these views to the utmost when 
the most widespread of the 
trouble’ was on kand, and no, 
‘doubt, when they found that 
there were not enongh ships to 
go round every place where 
trouble threatened, would have 
been only too glad to support 
all that the Navy League has in 
the past agitated for. These 
days ought to be borne in mind 
in considering the importance of 
the meeting to be held this after- 
noon, and knowing how much in- 
fluence the League has exercised 
previously and in all probability 
‘will exercise again, there should 
be every support to the local 
branch. With the assistance of 
the Race Club it has been able to. 
establish a first rate institution 
for the Navy here in the shape of 
the Union Jack Club: another 
exists in Hankow and there is a 
third at Ichang, so British 
residents in China cannot be ac- 
jcused of not taking an interest 
in the service. This ought, how. 
ever, to be extended, and this 
not only in the way of assisting 
jin the welfare of the navy man 
ashore but in a yet greater ap-

Even if the 
railway were fully handed back 
to its rightful management to- 
day. it must be many’ weary 
weeks before an adequate ser- 
vice could be run owing to the 
enormous amount of repairs that 
have to be done.

essential. It is difficult to un- 
derstand the attitude in this 
matter of General Chang Chung- 
chang, who has, one has always 
understood, a deserved reputa- 
tion for understanding the 
meaning of the words discipline 
and efficiency. It is idle to talk 
of restoring peace and normal 
conditions in Kiangsu while t) 
great main line of communic 
tions through the province’ re- 
mains in its present state. Even 
if General Chang anticipates 
further warfare with Chékiang 
j—and war, indeed, seems highly 
Probable—he is not going the 
right way to get the best use 
of the railway for the movement 
of his troops, It is safe to say 
that, if the railway were man- 
aged by the men who have been 
trained tothe work, and the 
management were backed up 
properly by General Chang's 
officers, so that troops detrained 
and entrained as they were told, 
‘the movement of them could be 
managed at least ten times as 
expeditiously as can ever be 
done under present conditions.

THE GREAT OPIUM 
PROBLEM 
: Feb. 21, 
ANOTHER case involving nax- 
*coties and ‘other noxious drugs 
to the value of several thousands 
‘ef pounds occupied the Mixed 
Court yesterday. | Thi 
difficulty on this oce 
finding the accused guilty and 
in sentencing them to imprison- 
ment and fines, Altogether, 
taking in conjunction what ha 
Jatterly been seized in Foochow 
Road and Canton Road, we may 
feel with satisfaction ‘that the 
importers of opium and kindred 
products have received a very 
revere jar. Too much praise 
ean hardly be given to the Mun 
cipal Police for their persistent 
energy in hunting down the 
stores of drugs, and it is further 
to their credit that much of this 
work is done in spare time and 
for no other reward than that 
ef the consciousness of doing 
their best to keep Shanghai 
faithful to its pledge to suppress 
the opium trade within its bord- 
ers, however unfaithful Chinese 
officials may be to theirs, 

But if anyone supposes that 
even such losses ax those incur- 
ved recently are going to stop 
the doings of the opium ring, he 
deludes himself. ‘They will 
merely redouble’ their preca 
tions and the utmost vigilance 
will not avail to prevent some 
opium getting through. Besides, 
as the documents seized in Can- 
ton Road clearly showed, the 
Shanghai Settlements are’ only 
fone centre for the trade, though 
doubtless the most important, 
Judgment hax not vet been given 
fon the men accused in the Can- 
ton Réad case: but they them- 
selves are really the least im- 
portant part of it and their posi- 
tion cannot in any way be alfect- 
ed by comment on these docu- 
ments. Some details from them 
we have alrendy published. In 
xeneral, they prove the existence 
of an enormous organization with 
ramifications in Turkey, Swit- 
zerland, China and Japan, for 
the purpose of importing ‘Pe 
sian and Turkish opium to the 
Far East. There are contracts 
sunning into millions of dollars 
and a list of remittances from 
Kobe to Constantinople of thou- 
sands of pounds each. One 
Jearns that the value of Turkish 
opium has more than trebled 
since the war owing to decreased 
output due to the indolence of 
farmers and the unaccountable 
indifference of the Government to 
developing so profitable a trade. 
There is also a curious allusion 
to inerease of prices due to the 
earthquake in Japan which de- 
stroyed the stocks in Yokohama. 
As some small indication of pr 
fits, we find that the Phoo-Li- 
Koong-S, in contracting with an- 
other Chinese hong to receive 
store and transport opium, was 
to receive $1,000 for every box 
of 2,000 oz. This firm is also 
instructed to appoint twenty 
opium-distributing offices in 
Chinese territory, each of which 
will pay $1,000 2 month for th 
privilege. It is from this con- 
tract, too, that we learn that “the 
(Chinese) navy, army and police 
will jointly assist and protect 

. the goods” in their passage from 
Woosung to the neighbourhood 
of the Kiangnan Arsenal and it 
is expressly stated’ that the 
























































Phoo-Li-Koong-S shall not enter 
into any agreement with other 
protectors. No names are men- 
tioned in this connexion, but the 
inference is as unavoidable as it 
is damning. 


We do not know what Chinese 
Public opinion may be on this 
matter, except that, unlike-what 
was the case a few years ago, 
‘there appears to be less and less 
sense of shame in being: known 
‘as an opium-smoker. We do 
know that public feeling 
amongst foreigners is becoming 
increasingly incensed. All sorts 
‘of people, who formerly gave 
little enough attention ‘to the 
‘opium question, now begin to de- 
mand that something shall be 
done to stop this unblushing 
trade, It is all very -well to 
talk, as a Chinese correspondent, 
did ‘in the paper yesterday, of 
“strictest enforcement of ‘the 
law and enlightenment of peo- 
ple by education and improve- 
ment of social conditions:” but 
the latter method is something 
jslow and as for enforcement of 
Jaw—will our correspondent say 
who is going to enforce it? 
Generally speaking in China the 
military look to native opium to 
pay their troops and nobody as 
yet can say them nay. In re- 
spect of Turkish and Persian 
opium, there is no moral doubt 
that the large revenues derivable 
in the Shanghai area are the 
main cause of recent fighting: 
and while the foreign authorities 
do their utmost to keep the stuff 
out, the Chinese are equally 
zealous in bringing it in, 

















The suggestion of a Govern: 
ment opium monopoly hax much 
to recommend it. It would en- 
fable China to enter into direct 
agreements with exporting coun- 
tries which would limit the 
amount smuggled and by a sys- 
tem of registration of smokers 
and the issue of licences, the 
Valuable lever of “face” would 
be introduced: it would once 
again become shameful to be 
known ax an opium-smoker. Bu 
we doubt very much whether a 
monopoly will ever be establish- 
ed. China, having once pro- 
claimed to the world that she 
has prohibited and abolished 
opium, now directs all her 
lenergies, not to stopping it, but 
to pretending that it does not 
exist, or, if it does, that it exists 
only on a small scale and for so 
long only as civil war prevents 
ithe Government from bringing 
to book the few Generals who 
lave wicked enough to permit the 
‘trade. This was the thorough 
bass of Mr. Afred Sze’s seduc- 
tive harmonies at Geneva us of 
every Chinese speaking for for- 
feign edification. In the face of 
hypocrisy of this kind, it is use- 
less to expect practical recogni 
tion of facts. Furthermore, the 
smugglers themselves will never 
Passively accept a monopoly. 
‘Just as in America the most 
ardent supporters of Prohibition 
fare the bootleggers who grow 
rich on it, in China the opium 
ring are the strongest insti 
tors of the outery against the 
shamefulness of licensing opium 
directly anyone whispers the 
word monopoly. 

It has been suggested, though 
lonly in conversation, that the 
Municipal Couneil might apply: 
{to the ratepayers for authority 
to reinstitute a monopoly. But 
this idea has very little to sup- 
port it. Apart from the pro- 
ability that the local monopoly. 
would be in direct competition 
‘with the smugglers of the sur- 
rounding districts to an extent 
that would either neutralize its 
efforts or encourage smoking by 
making it cheap, the general 
feeling of foreigners is, we are 
lconvineed that, whatever may 
be done by Chinese or by a few 
persons sheltering behind the 
protection «consulates not 
their own, the foreign com- 
munity of Shanghai-has no wish 
to be in any way associated with

that, inasmuch’ as it is obvious-! 
ly impossible to put down the! 
‘smuggling, the Municipal Police! 
should-give up attempting to do 
so. With not a little reason it 
asked, Why should the time of 
the police be taken up and 
ratepayers’ money be wasted in 
vain attempts to: enforce a law 
which not only no Chinese 
official tries to enforce, but 
which most of them are actively 
doing their best to stultify? 

It appears extremely probable 
that if the Municipal Council 
took this attitude; if it announe- 
ed that, heneeforward, its police 
would hot raid for opium nor 
prosecute for its possession, be- 
jeause such efforts had been 








time; and if simultaneously it 
took ‘the trouble to ensure that 
‘an uccurate explanation were 
Published in all countries of the 
extent of the scandal and the 
cause of its decision; the reac- 
tion against Peking would be so 
great that it would be shamed 
into making a real effort to sup- 
press the smuggling.

FRESH TROUBLE ON

‘Threatened Strike of Shopmen 
is Promptly Quetled by 
Military Action 

‘Tsingtao, Feb. 15. 

Just when Kiao-Tsi Railway 
affairs were getting back to some- 
thing approaching normal, the 
hundreds of workmen at the 
‘Seufange railway shops, just outside 
‘the city, went on strike on Friday 
evening, declining to return to 
work yesterday morning. The new 
military management, headed by 
General Li, however, acted with 
commendable promptness and soon 
‘quelled this rowest disturbance. 

Workmen's Demands 


‘The workmen declared that their 
objectives had not been attained 
‘the settlement of the general strike 
‘earlier in the week and that they 
had joined forces with the other 
strikers in the belief that their 
demands would be met.

‘the Chief of the Engineering De- 
partment to Ssufang to attempt to 
Induee tne men to return to work, 
The latter's efforts were successful 
to the extent that he arranged a 
conference between the strike lead- 
crs and the management which took 
place yesterday morning. 

Exceptional Conditions 

General Li promised a thorough 
investigation of the working condi- 
tions of the men, but at the same 
time he reminded them that their 
status wax far superior to that of 
shopmen of other railways in China, 
The increased pay for overtime 
work, in particular, was an instance 
of very favourable treatment, 

‘The new Managing-Director then 
asked the men to return to work 
pending this investigation and the 
men agreed. Shortly afterward the 
shops resumed functioning. They 
fare an important link in the Shan- 
tung railway system and not only 
do all the repairing of the rolling 
stock but build new cars. A pro- 
Tonged strike might have dis 
organized the whole system. 

Plans for Special Pay 

In an interview given to local 
pressmen, General Li spoke of hi 
plans for the future, stating th 
he favoured the merit system 
advanced in certain quarters. The 
regulations were in 
process of formation.

In regard to those men who had 
been engaged by Messrs. Kan Tao

HONGKONG’S HOUSING 
PROBLEM 


Agitation Caused” by Proposed 
Cancellation of Rent 
Restriction Law 





Fro Our Own Conussvonnent. 
Hongkong, Feb. 12, 

Ever since the introduction of the 
Hocal rent restriction Ordinance, 
which is kept in operation for a 
year ata time, the approuch of 
‘June, the month when the period 
‘of Rrace to tenants Is due to expire, 
‘has witnessed an outery on the part 
of the wage-earning public against 
the threatened repeal, and hitherto 
‘the Government has yielded to 
popular clamour and re-enacted the 
measure. The Press of Hongkong 
‘has, without exception, been on the 
side of the tenants, and has always 
fused the occasion to urge upon the 
lauthorities the desirability of tack- 
is the housing problem before it 
becomes more acute. ‘The campaign 
has had very good results, but the 
housing question, in its main aspeet 
lof providing accommodation at rea- 
Jsonable rates, remains largely un- 
‘solved. 


This year the agitation has com- 
fmenced much earlier than usual, 
lowing to the declared policy of the 
Government against indefinite pro- 
ongation of an emergency measure, 
Jand the feeling that the landlords 
justified in much of their 
‘criticism of the Ordinance as it at 
resent stands. 




















In an interview granted by ‘the 
head of the big European house- 
owning company here, the Hum- 
phreys Land Estate &' Agency Co, 
to a Press representative the other 
day, the opinion of landlords that 
it is time the Ordinance were re- 
pealod was very strongly expressed. 
Tt was pointed out that the local 
lenaictment made no provision aguinst 
the subletting evil, which is ad- 
mittedly the cause ‘of ‘much of the 
rack-renting going on here; and 
it was also usvorted that there are 
now quite enough new houses and 
flats to go round,

This, 
Living Buddha at a very short 
notice can put 300 mounted men in 
the fleld and at the present time his 
Iamasery at Gele ix something like 
n-armed camp; the reason being 
its close proximity to the Yalong 
and the Hsiang-cheng-wa. For any 
help the Living Buddha’ gives the 
Chinese he expects in return some 
assistance in resisting the Hsaing- 
cheng robbers.

The large 
Tibetan monasteries, while remain- 
ing places of devotion and religious 
exercise, are also armed camps; and 
Tamasries like the Daje, beyond 
Kanze, can put 1,000 armed lamas 
in the field.

‘86th Birthday and 64 Years 
in China 

Monday was the eighty-sixth birth 
day of one of Shanghai's earliest 
and best loved foreign settlers, Mrs. 
Young J. Allen, 
of an interesting and feeling charac- 
terization written by Mr. Verne 
Dyson, which appeared in a recent 
number of the “St. Louis Advoeate.” 
Space does not permit us to use 
the article entire, 
kind permission of the author we 
summarize below a few of the facts 
which he has collected and present- 
ed. 





In December, 1859 a small sailing 
ship left New York City for China 
by way of the Horn, with 
passengers, among them a 
missionary, Youn J. Allle 
wife and six-months-old baby, 
was more than half a y% 
‘the boat reached Shanghai, lor 
overdue, with food and water 
dangerously low, and sails torn. In 
talking with Mrs. Allen of her ex. 
periences Mr. Dyson commented 
upon the fact that not even her 
love for Georgia and her cherished 
memories of the South before the 
war could shake her loyalty to, 
China, nor did the hardships of her 
first voyage to Shanghai ever daunt 
her. 

Indeed, Mr. Dyson found that’ she 
would hardly talk about her own 
share in the development of m 
work out here, preferring to speak 
of the accomplishments of her 
Pioneer husband. “When we reach- 
ed China Mr. Allen at once began 
definite work for the natives,” she 
“The very first thing, of 

was to learn the Chinese 
Tanguage. He began its study im- 
mediately and in six months was 
preaching to the Chinese in their 
native tongue. He kept up_ his 
language study as long as he lived, 
and in the course of years became 
remarkably proficient both in speab 

and in writing Chinese. He} 
visited the tea houses, the hongs, 
the farmers in their fields, the 
villagers. He talked with all classes 
from the mandarin to the cool 
nd had friends among all classes 
om the lowest to the hishest. 
“When we came to China,” con- 
inued Mrs. Allen, “missionary work 
was very different from what it is 
now. In the early days there were 
‘no summer holidays in the mou 
tains, no furloughs of a year 
the home land. Mr. Allen was here 
20 years before he returned to 
‘America for a rest. During the 
Civil War, when ‘the complete 
breakdown ‘of communications with 
America came, some of his friends 
advised him to give up his mis- 
sionary work and return home, but 
he was determined to zo on with 
his Iabours here. For two years 
after the church funds from home 
had been discontinued he supported 
the family by teaching. Then he 
worked in the arsenal in Shanghai 
till the Civil War ended and. the 
jchurch in America came to our aid. 

“Dr. Allen's literary output was 
surprisingly large. His two best 
‘known books are the ‘History of 
‘the Chine-Japan War,’ published 
Jabout- 1896 and ‘Women. in All 
Lands,’ completed in 1903. The|

“Pleasure Chekiang Tuchun 


Following closely on the departure 
of their commander, General Chang, 
‘Chuang-chane, approximately 10,000 
‘troops have left Shanghai, ‘These, 
it is said, will in future be posted 
along the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 
‘way line between Huangtu and

New York, Feb. 12, 
Mystery still surrounds — the 
marble head of Augustus Cosar 
Which was drawn up from the 


Hudson river by a War Department 
dredge and is on show to-day in 
‘fifth Avenue art gallery. Many! 
cities and sculptors are of the 





opinion that the sculpture is the 
work of a master artist of the first 
century, 


The head was imbedded ten feet 
in hard clay on the bottom of the 
Hudson river. Engineers and river 
‘experts who have been consulted 
‘sald it- might have taken 100 or 200 
years for the marble to sink to the 
fdopth at which it was found. 

How the piece came to be there 
is a puzzle which has not been 
satisfactorily solved. One theory 
fs that it might have fallen ove 
board or been thrown from a sailing 
vessel years ayo. Another is that 
it'might have remained on the river 
bed from some maritime wreckage. 

‘The piece was slightly damaged 
when it was sucked up by the 
dredge near the mouth of | the 
Hunson and at a spot over which 
virtually all ships from Europe pass 

making their piers. ‘The nose] 
land parts of the ears were broken 
land the neck and chin were loosen- 
fed by the fall of the stone into the 
dredge’s hold.

Sanguinary Struggle

Since the foundation of | the 
Esthonian Republic there has been| 
in existence an illegal organization| 
under the direction of the Third 
Tnfernational of Moseow, . working 
‘against the independence of 
Esthonia, Some time ago. the In- 





telligence Department of the Gov- 
ernment raided the offices of this 
Party in Reval (Tallinn) and arrest 
‘ed 149 members, ‘They found 
Pamphlets and literature, also doe 

ments relating to the aims of thi 
party, During the trial, which 
Tasted 18 days, the accused behaved 
in a most Yotous manner, being’ 
confident of aid from Moscow. Be- 
fore the trial of these communists 
was conelided one of the leaders, 
‘Temp, was handed over to a court 
martial and sentenced to death for 





contempt of the Court, He was 
Subsequently shot. On November 
27, after a session of the Court 


Jasting continuously for 33 hours, 
sentences were pronounced at 3.15 
‘a.m, on 129 offenders, ranging from 
Tite’ sentences to 15' years, 12, 10 
‘anid eight years respectively. 

‘The execution of Tomp, the agent 
of the Third Internationale, caused 
great consternation in Moscow and 
‘there was an anti-Esthonian demon- 
stration in Petrogard in which the 
Soviet Army and Navy took part. 

‘According to the Soviet, papers 
« feningvadskaia Pravda” and 

‘Kramnaja Gaxeta” of November 28, 
the Communists decided to over- 
throw the present Esthonian Gov- 
ernment before judgment on the 
129 was delivered. — For some 
known reasons, they did not do this, 
but made the attempt on December 1,

fstied by the Chief of the General 
Staff at the Headquarters of the

“pis morning at 6.30 armed Com- 
‘munist groups attempted to take 
possession of the Esthonia Govern- 
mental’ institutions. For this pur- 
pose they organized separate groups 
Which tried to enter the office of the 
Ministry or War, the headquarters 
fof the Army, Parliament buildings, 
Tailway stations, contral station of 
Posts and Telegraphs and pol 
stations. 

“The activities of the Commynists 
wore as follow: 

“At 6.90 in the morning when the 
sentrien were changed, a party of 
fabout 10 armed men, some of them 
in uniform, attempted to enter the 
Duilding of the Ministry of War, 
but they were stopped by the sent 
ries on duty, During the shooting 
Which resulted, one communist was 
Killed and a passer-by (woman) was 
wounded, After this unsuccessful 
Attempt, the party dispersed. At 
the same time a party of about 20 
‘men entered the Reval Baltic rail- 
‘Way station and oceupied it, Ail the 
officers of the Army who were pre~ 
ent in the station and ready to go 
to the regular training and duties 
to stations near by were arrested by 
the Communists and put under 
uard, In the meantime the mount 
fed police had arrived, but despite 
shots exchanged between the police 
and the Communists, the railway 
Station remained in’ the hands’ of 
‘the latter. only on the arrival of 
‘the regular army, did the railway 
tation change hands again and 
‘about 10 of the captured officers 
Wore saved from death, ‘The Com- 
mnunists had already ordered then to 
be stripped, ns they desired to shoot

In a judgment delivered some 
years ago in England the valuer 
was held liable for damages.

Valuers” Fees 

An interesting and important: 
point in connexion with the ques- 
tion of fees which often occurs is— 
Should a valuer claim the same fea 
Hf the mortgage does not go throught 
as he would if it went through. 

In England it is customary for 
surveyors to make a reduced feo 
when the mortgage does not 0 
through. A letter has recently been 
Ireceived from a member raising this 
point, and I hope that we may get 
‘the views of other members on this 
‘matter. 

Tt must be remembered that if a 
mortgage falls through the valuer 
is relieved of a very considerabl 
responsibility and chould therefore 
be prepared to accept less remunera-
